WASHINGTON, Aug. ll.-M"— 


A new appeal to Americans to 
leave the danger zone of the Span- 
ish revolution was dispatched to- 
day by William Phillips, acting 
secretary of state. 
In a message to the American 


embassy at Madrid, which state 
department officials said applied 
also to all other strife-torn cities 
in spain where Americans are lo- 
cated, Phillips said: 
"I can not urge too strongly 


that all American citizens who 
can possibly do so take advantage 
of present facilities to go to places 
of safety."

John D. Rockefeller Jr 


agrees with J. P. Morgan 
that America's huge pri 
vate fortunes are disappear 
Ing. As for the time limit 
predicted ' by 
Morgan— 


thirty years—Mr. Eockefel 
ler says, smiling: 


"Really I can only guess 


about that. But I will say 
that I think Mr. Morgan 
'was very, very conservative. 
He gave our fortunes a long 
time. Yes, he was very con 
servative don't you think?' 


Figures presented by the 


International Revenue Bu- 
reau, however, show that 
there were more millionares 
in 1935 than in 1934, al 
though far fewer than in the 
1928-29 period. A million- 
aire is defined as an indi- 
vidual whose annual net tax- 
able income is $100,000 or 
more. According to income 
tax returns there were 1,- 
930 of them in 1934, and 2,- 
500 in 1935. Their income 
from dividends and interest 
had increased nearly 25 per 
cent.

•wealth, the Morgan 
and 


Rockefeller opinions prob- 
ably are based on the ex- 
pected results of the new 
state 
taxes,

taxes 


yielded 
$140,000,000 
in

the huge private fortunes 
existing today.

1846. He moved to Texas, in Oc- 
tober, 1871, and became a resi- 
dent of Corsicana in 1872 where 
he has resided since that tr«ne 
with the exception of four years 
spent in Raleigh in western Na- 
varro county, one of the leading 
•ettlements of the county outside 
cf Corsicana in the early history 
of the county. 
Taught School 
Judge Stout taught school In 


the county for several years and 
was admitted to the practice of 
law, 
his chosen 
profession, 
in 
June, 1878. He became a leader 
among members of the Navarro 
county bar, one of the most fa- 
mous In the early history of Tex- 
as, for almost a half century. 
Judge Stout retired in 1925. 
Among the high ranking attor- 


neys' who were members of the 
early Navarro County Bar asso- 
ciation 
included

Bimkins, Read and Read, Bullock 
and Beale, Frost, Barry and Lee,

Croft, Rufus Hardy, R. S. Neblett 
and others. 
Beaton and Collin streets were 
paved during his administration 
as mayor of Corsicana from 1890

the blocks and concrete. This pav- 
ing remained In constant use un- 
til 1917 and when removed was In 
excellent condition.

Supplying the need of additional 


protection of the City of Corsicana's 
$750,000 water supply and pumping 
plant that has existed for several 
years and also taking a large stride 
toward proper development of the 
municipal property southeast of the 
corporate limits as a recreational 
center and scenic drive, two Works 
Progress Administration projects 
have recently been completed after 
about eight months of activity and 
expenditures slightly over $90,000. 


The major project, the repairing 


of the main dam at Lake Halbert 
was started early last fall and con- 
tinued until shortly after July 1, 
and resulted In the doubling of the 
size of the main impounding struc- 
ture. 


The original 
contract for the 


construction 
of 
the 
dam 
was 


awarded for about $75,000, and in 
succeeding years the city spent 
some $15,000 in improvements, con- 
struction of a breakwater and other 
similar work. The dam was origin- 
ally about 2700 feet long, 32 feet 
high, and some eight or nine feet 
across the crown, or barely enough 
for one-way vehicular traffic. 
Repairs Imperative 


On the project recently complet- 


ed, the crown of the dam was 
widened to approximately 20 feet 
for Its entire 2780 feet, and its 
height Increased from 32 to 38'/4 
feet. In some places the original 
structure had sagged about 4 feet, 
making the repairs imperative. 
| 


Involved In the work on the dam 


proper was 
the 
removal of the 


heavy sodding from the east side 
of the dam, the moving of 70,000 
cubic yards of dirt, and the replac- 
ing of the sod on the side of the 
dam away from the lake. Some 
3800 cubic yards of large rock was 
used in riprapping th« lake side 
of the dam to afford protection 
against the erosive force of the 
waves. 


In addition to the work on the 
dam proper, approximately 
9,000 


lineal feet of road was constructed 
principally along the south side of 
the municipal water supply, and af- 
fording citizens of Corsicana one of 
their most enjoyable drives, com- 
pletely transforming a portion of 
the shore line that in recent years 
has been almost undeveloped pro- 
perty and virtually impassable be- 
cause of gullies and ravines. 


In constructing the scenic drive 


It was necessary 
to 
move '4,000 


cubic feet of dirt, and Install 200 
feet of corrugated Iron pipe cul- 
verts with headwalls of native rock 
and concrete aprons, making the 
Improvements semi-permanent. One 
seventy-foot timber 
trestle 
was 


constructed 
at a 
minimum coat 
through use of materials salvaged 
by the city from a fire-gutted build- 
Ing in the downtown section. Some 
300 lineal feet of ten-inch cast iron 
pipe drains were Installed to care 
for smaller drainage areas. 


Salvaging Timber 


City forces are now engaged in 


salvaging 
the timber from 
the 


breakwater that has been in place 
in the lake for several years. Por- 
tions of it had broken away from 
the moorings and 
the remainder 


was badly in need of repairs, and 
city officials decided to salvage the 
materials rather than spend several 
thousand dollars in repairs, indicat- 
ing their belief that the added 
height of the dam and the heavy 
rock protection would be ample to 
protect the huge investment. 
The municipal water supply cov- 


ers 650 acres, and has a capacity of 
two and half billion gallons, capa- 
ble of supplying the needs of Cor- 
sicana for a period of more than 
two years even at the present rec- 
ord-smashing rate of consumption 
of a third of a billion gallons an- 
nually and a loss from evaporation 
equalling the usage. 
One of the outstanding features 


of the improvements is the elimi- 
nation of a large portion of the 
danger at the hazardous crossing 
of the road on the south side of the 
lake at its Intersection with the 
Burlington-Rock 
Island 
tracks. 


Hundreds of yards of dirt were 
moved onto this section of the road 
and it Is now possible to see a car 
approaching the crossing from the 
opposite direction. It was former- 
ly a blind crossing. 
A second scries of projects were 


started on the lake property early 
in 1936 and also completed recent- 
ly involving the construction of a 
series of low water dams and pro- 
tective terraces to prevent excesaive 
silting of the lade bed by the eros- 
ive action of rainfall on the water- 
shed. 
Three large rock filter dams, re- 


inforced with creosoted piling, wire 
mesh and cables were constructed 
across the main drainage chan- 
nels; and on five lesser channels- 
earthen dams with rock masonry 
spillways were built. Approximately 
1300 cubic yards of rock were used 
m the construction of the dams

this you want a steel blade nail- 
file and an orange wood stick 
with a flat end. This should have 
a wisp of cotton wrapped around 
it and should be kept wet with 
cuticle 
softener to work under 


the toenalls. 
You must get out every bit of 


foreign matter, a job which will 
take you the best part of half an 
hour If your nails have been neg- 
lected. Then you can cut them 
short and file down any calloused 
places on the toes. You can oil 
them also to smooth the cuticle 
where it has been cut. If the 
side of the big toe-nail turns un- 
der, Insert a wisp of cotton be- 
reath it to raise it up out fo 
the flesh, put a drop of oil on 
the cotton, which will then absorb 
it and take the oil right under 
the toe-nail.

record of 109 made on July 24, 
1934. 
The previous high for this 


year was 107 made on Sunday, 
June 21. 


Readings of 105, 106, 107 and 


108 are frequent in the govern- 
ment records and on several oc- 
casions readings of over 100 were 
found for several days in succes- 
sion. 
The record 
for excessive 


heat over a long period of time 
was made in the summer of 1934. 
An article carried in the Daily 
Sun on August 17, 1934, stated 
that for 
a period of 57 days 


prior to that date the readings 
had ranged from 100 to 109 with 
one exception and that was Sun- 
day, August 12, with a reading 
of only 99. A further perusal of 
the records of the government 
readings showed readings of 100 
or more for the next ten days, 
bringing the record to 67 days in 
succession that 100 or more was 
registered with the single excep- 
tion noted above. 


This summer has been a com- 


paratively cool one. Prior to the 
present heat wave the hot spells 
have been short.
